I mid 
that, in taking the initiative, he put everyone except McCord on the spot and that if he 
dida t McCord alone would be on the spot. Taking the initiative with ^poper explanations 
begtBoiivr with on® showing that McCord alone took tho judge’s demand to heart put all the 
others on good-faith cliall<m;je. X suggested including tho judge’s inference that the 
prosecution had beon lees than diligent, and tliatHcCord was proof of it, therefore Me 
Cord needed protection against the prosecution. That he would and could javo no lawyer 
with him before the grand jury, wher; he would be Boat vulnerable. That he should not 
bo in needless jeopardy because ho sought to do the judge’s bidding. That few judges 
know anything about jjrund juries. (X gave him th© names of the authors of tlie strides, 
which sai* this, in the event lie needed to cal them.) If the benate really wants McCord' 's 
cooperation they should see to it that he has complete immunity. ( Separately and not 
over the phone X uiscussad with “in some of Hie cliarges tiiat cun s till be la-s.i on McCord 
and by whom.) Hill harin t thought ofi any of tills nor had he tl«ught this way, in; gaud. He 
also said ho liked the approach, particularly asking tho Senate to join in the request and 
would get to it. I said he had to do it before McCord went before the grand jury, wh ich 
impended, and he saw tiiat, too.

I had 
not known that Hud had taped this. coincid^ic© I had agon him shortly after this, whUc 
I was preparing for my to/68 trip to speak at Han Biogo. said tiicn that lie lad just 
returned from H.O. and hiid never seen Garrison in such good sliapo or so much on control!
